After resigning his charge of the St. 
James’ Methodist church in order that 
he might sue his wife for divorce, Rev. 
Benjamin Graham is contemplating 
adopting the stage for a career so that 
he may be able to support his two 
children by a former marriage, 

Thursday night his resignation from 
the North Georgia conference was ac- 
cepted. Friday morning he filed sult 
for divorce from his wife, and without 
apprising his parishoners of either act. 
ion, removed his personal effects from 
the parsonage at 799 Marietta street 
to the home of his father, at 11 Wil- 
liams street, 

Did Not Inform Wife. 

Mis. Graham, who is visiting her 
parents in Ringgold, Ga., could not be 
communicated with Friday, and it is 
ihe impression that she has not been 
informed of the proceedings. Her hus- 
band says he did not tell her of the 
sult. and would not until she returned 
to the city. 

In the suit for divorce, Mr. Graham 
alleges jealousy, child-hatred and neg- 
leet of home duties on the part of his 
wife. Mrs. Graham has had no oppor- 
tunity yet to deny the allegations, | 

According to Mr. Graham, his wife is 
an exeeedingly jealous woman. He 
savs she wouldq never consider circum, 
stances when she grew jealous of the 
attention paid him by other women or 
by her husband's children by his ‘first 
wife and had often created public 
scenca, embarrassing Mr. Graham and 
the other parties concerned, : 

“One time,” said the 
d‘onstitution representative, “she 
threatened to kid] the landlady of the 
boarding house in Bolton, where we 
were living if she did not stop paying 
attention to me. As Mrs. Graham 
created the scene before an audience 
of several men and women. I was so 
" mortified that it resulted in my leaving 
Bolton times afterwards.” 

Said Wife Hated Children. 

Mrs. Graham is a handsome woman 
35 yveurs. Before her marriage, she 
Was the daughter of B. F. Harris, a 
Methodist preacher, of Ringgold, Ga. 
It is said by her hsuband that she ac- 
quired her hatred for children during 
Several years’ service as a school teach- 
in a country village. 

‘As | had two childgen by my first 
wite,”’ he said, “Mrs, Graham's mother 
advised’ me not to marry her, on ac- 
ount of her dislike for children. At 
that time | had my babies in an orphan 
under especial charge. I went 
Graham-—then Mites Harris-— 
and asked her to annul the engage- 
inent She positively refused, and 
SS me she would be as devoted to 
my children as if they were her own.

Dr. MacFarland declared that 
ganized labor is the “one clear speak- 
voice amid the many clamoring 
tongues, one great evolutionary force 
that is, more than anything else, 
bringing order out of chaos.” 

Church Against Anarchy. 

Mr. MacFarland spoke at length of 
the duty the church owes in the solu- 
tion of the great social problems of 
the country, but that the one thing for 
which the church cannot stand is an- 
archy. 

In this connection, he. said: 

“You can readily see, gentlemen, 
that mv utterances need be somewhat 
cautious and guarded, because, at ieast 
in an ideal sense, | commit by them a 
constituency of 100,0V0 churches and 
10,000,000 menand women and ihe ut- 
terances which I am now to makKe are 
not without premeditation. There is 
surely one yen ¢ for which the chucch 
cannot stand. t cannot stand for an- 
archy. And one definiticn of aiarchy 
is that it is the attempted aestruction 
of any fundamental institution of so- 
ciety. In a@ democratic state the or- 
ganization of labor is by the cvummon 
agreement of statesmen and econo- 
mists, one of those fundamenial insti- 
tutions. 

“It needs guidance; it needs re- 
straint; its methods should be the sub- 
ject of most careful thought and re- 
vision, but w.th all its limitations, this 
remains true, that any group of men 
who conspire 
or avowed intent and purpose of 
crushing out of existence the organiza- 
tion of industry, would be the most 
dangerous and dreaded group of an- 
archists in this or any other land. 

“Brethren of th.s convention, in our 
ultimate aims, we belong together. In 
the mind and heart of God, such move- 
ments as your own and His church 
look toward the coming of the same 
kingdom of heaven.

MERCER TELLS 
OF WORK DONE 


By Fish ‘and Game Commis- 
sion of State During 
Past Two Months. 


Hon. J. E. Mercer, fish and game 
commissioner, writes the following 
communication to The Constitution in 
reference to the criticisms which have 
appeared in The Constitution and other 
newspapers, concerning the lax admin- 
istration of the state game law: 

Editor Constitution: This department 
has been at work, or rather preparing 
to get down to business a little over 
two months. Without a dollar to stars 
with, without a precedent to go by, 
without a form or blank of any kind, 
even a letter head, this department 
had to be organized under difficulties. 
Although I have ordered from Way- 
cross, Albany, Tifton, Ocilla, Dublin, 
and Dalton, | have not yet secured 
more than half of the necessary blanks 
and record books. 

{ have appointed county wardens in 
every county in the state except one, 
exercising the greatest care to secure 
men who would give the matter their 
personal attention, and men that I be- 
ileved would be tnterested in thorough- 
ly -organizing a force of deputies in 
each county. With more than a thous- 
and applications, and several thous- 
and letters of indorseménts, I have 
found it no small matter to select the 
man in each of the 147 counties, whoa 
would make an’ efficient warden. I 
have appointed about 1,800 deputy war- 
gens, and estimate that there will be 
about 1,000 more to appoint before 
there will be a sufficient number to 
patrol and protect every nook and cor- 
ner of the state. 

I have investigated promptly every 
reported infraction of the law, 
and as a rule I find that the reports are 
exaggerated. From almost every coun. 


ty in the state comes reports of the 
popularity of the law, and statements 
to the effect that it is not being vio- 
lated. 

I believe that it is now, before the! 
department is fairly organized, 
tne best enforced law in Georgia. 
The greatest obstacle that I have en- 
countered is unfriendly criticism but in 
spite of that I am gratified to report 
that the work of organization and en- 
forcement is progressing nicely and to 
the satisfaction of the public. 

The law is already an assured suc- 
cess, in spite of the fact*that it is im- 
perfect, and the administration barely 
organized. The average inielligent 
reader of The Constitution will bear 
out the statement that there thas not 
heen as much quail or other game kill- 
ed. in Georgia since the first day of 
September, as was killed in a single 
day last year before the opening of the 
Season. 

We are bound to have some infraec- 
tions of the law, but it is the duty of 
the newspapers to encourage and as- 
sist the state game and fish department 
and to hold up the hands of the com- 
missioner, rather than criticize the de- 
partment.

JOE BROWN’S CARD 
BRINGS ANSWERS 


Volney Williams and James R. 
Nevin Criticize Sev- 
eral Features. 


Replies on the part of Volney Wil- 
liams, of the Pope Brown headquarters 
and of James R, Nevin, campaign man- 
ager for Dick Russell, together with 
the action of the North Georgia con- 
ference in Augusta on the prohibition 
question were the chief developments 
of interest in local political circles 
yesterday. 

Messrs. Nevin and Williams had 
something to say about the card issued 
by ex-Governor Joe Brown on Thurs- 
day and both set out what they believ- 
ed to be the weakness of the arguments 
and statements contained therein as 
relates to their particular candidate. 
In addition to this, supporters of Pope 
Brown in the city believe that the “pro. 
hibition platform’ adopted by the 
Nerth Georgia conference of the M.. B. 
church, is a practical indorsement of 
Pope Brown and the stand he is taking 
in regard to prohibition. 

In speaking. of Governor Brown's 
card, Volney Williams takes issue with 
Mr. Brown, the Pope Brown manager 
setting out that the liquor question is 
an issue in the present fight and the 
one big question at that. He reiterates 
his statement of two days ago that the 
Model License League, a corporation of 
brewers, is doing everything possible 
to further its interests in Georgia in 
the present fight. 

In answer to Governor Brown's state- 
ment that the pardoning power of the 
governor is one of the main issues in 
the campaign, he gives it as hig opinion 
that the former governor's record along 
this line is not one which will bear too 
close inspection. He cnarges that Gov- 
ernor Brown pardoned 28 violators of 
the prohibition law in the two years 
he was in office and later freed 17 man 
convicted of violating the registration 
laws. This, in Mr. Williams’ opinion 
constitutes a record of which Governor 
Brown ought not to feel sufficiently 
proud to boast to any great extent. 

J. R. Nevin, Dick Russell’s campaign 
manager, styles Mr. Brown’s card 4 
“strained effort to crowd Hon. Richard 
B. Russell into the prohibition band 
wagon.” He characterizes some of Mr. 
Brown’s statements as to Mr. Russell's 
Dalton speech as misrepresentations and 
distortions and expresses the opinion 
that Mr. Brown would have won for 
himself more respect had he stuck to 
what he has had every opportunity of 
finding out—just where Mr. Russell 
does stand on the prohibition question, 

Mr. Nevin further sets out that ex- 
Governor Brown is attempting to get 
both prohibition and local option votes 
by “running from pillar to post,” but 
gives it as his opinion that the people 
of Georgia know who the real local 
cptioh candidate in the Tace igs and will 
support him in such numbers that he 
will be elected.

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As if actually directed at a present widely-denounced specta- 
ie in Georgia’s public life, are two extracts from Mrs. W. H. Fel- 
ton’s remarkable “Memoirs of Géorgia Politics,” the theme being 
the bane and danger of political judges. 


The first, from Mrs. Felton herself, is as follows: 

Political judges have become such a curse to the state that during the 
Present legislature two bills have been introduced for the purpose of correcting 
the practice. The evil has been complained of for years, and it must be abated 
by legislative enactment, or so rebuked by the people that men who are insen- 
sible of the dignity and obligations of judicial station, shall be made to fear 
the indignation and contempt that must fall upon them if these ‘are violated. 

The second is from Robert Toombs, and while it applies spe- 
cifically to superior court judges, the principle involved affects 
even more intimately higher judges, such as those of the appel- 


‘ . 
late and the supreme courts. It is as follows: 

No judge of the superior court of the state should be elected to any politi- 
cal office while he occupies his seat on the bench. However honest such judge 
might be, his position necessarily impairs the freedom of elections. He has 
great power over the lives, liberty, property and happiness of large numbers of 
the people. This power will affect and is calculated to affect the action of many 
of them, and hereby tends to lessen, perhaps destroy the purity of the ballot 
box, the best safeguard of the people. 

The trail of the candidate-judge i8 still upon Georgia. It is 
no more defensible, no less dangerous today than in the days of 
Toombs and of Felton. The people are equally resentful of the 
blithe contempt for the sacredness of the judicial function which 
can drag the ermine in the mud of partisan politics. 

Let us hope that whether, as Mrs. Felton suggests, by legis-

lative enactment, of by an overwhelming public sentiment, this 
year shall have witnessed the last of such repellent spectacles. 
The majesty of the courts, already debated in the public minds, 
dwindles further still when an appellate court judge sits one day 
on its high bench, and the next day preaches political tirades from 
the stump, appealing to partisan passions which should be alien to 
the judicial mind. 

We would estop no man’s political ambitions. But when he 


goes upon the hustings seeking political preferment, he should 


strip his judicial robe from his shoulders. Any other course argues 
a sorry conception of the solemnity of his office, a poor regard for 
the dignity the people of Georgia want to see vested in their high 
tribunals.

Just how tar the re-nationalization of the south has progressed, 
and the growth of the broad spirit of tolerance, speaks in the re- 
pudiation by the board of aldermen of Norfolk, Va., of remarks at- 
tributed to the mayor of that city. It is alleged that at the water- 
ways convention in Richmond in October, in which many distin- 
guished northerners participated, this hasty official declared: “I 
am from a southern city, and am a southerner through and through. 

As 
soon as the statement came to the attention of the city council of 
Norfolk thete was introduced ard passed resolutions the conclud- 
ing phrase of which reads: 


“Be it resolved, That the council of the city of Norfolk, on behalf of public 
sentiment in this city and elsewhere, do hereby officially repudiate the said 
utterance of Mayor James G. Riddick, and emphatically deny that it represents 
the sentiments or the feelings of the people of this section,” 


This rebuke to narrow sectionalism and insularity comes with 
singular effectiveness from a state that is the “mother of presi- 
dents,” that contained the capital of the Confederacy and the city 
in which the offensive remark was publicly uttered. 

The resolutions speak truthfully. Not only were the words 
of this mayor, spoken on the specific occasion, a gross violation 
ot all the proprieties, but they were as well wholly unrepresenta- 
tive of the feeling that today regulates the best southern thought 
and action. 

The renewal of fellowship between north and south has become 
axiomatic as to make its reiteration almost a commonplace. 
The flaunting forth of hatreds long dead is no more to be toler- 
ated when it comes trom a southerner than a northerner, a spokes- 
man for the old or the new regime. Such expressions are ana- 
achronisms upon the sentiment of a fraternal and a progressive 
copntry. They convey a jaundice, a bitterness and a bigotry that 
smack of the sixth decade of the last century, not the second one 
ot the present century.

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COMBATING SPINAL MENINGITIS. 


The announcement by Dr. Simon Flexner, director of the Rocke- 
feller institute for medical research, that the laboratories under his 
direction have pertected a method which will radically reduce the 
mortality from epidemic spinal meningitis, will come as welcome 
news to nasty of American parents who have dreaded the an- 
nual return of this heretofore baffling plague. 

Dr. Flexner would not, of course, have given ‘the announce- 
ment the sanction of his personal indorsement had he not been 
convinced that exhaustive experiment had demonstrated all that is 
It is likely, however, that physicians 
enerally, while availing themselves of the new process, will await 
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remedy. Upon too many occasions, discoveries that first: appeared 
epochal have not stood the ultimate test. It is only after a con- 
siderable interval has elapsed and a medical innovation been sub- 
jected to every conceivable exigency it Is assumed to meet, that the 
scientific world accords it final acceptance. 

This fact will not, however, prevent the Flexner method from 
peing thoroughly “tried out,” as has been every other remedy tha 
offered relief from a scourge as deadly as spinal meningitis. 

It is, incidentally, signally encouraging to observe that med- 
ical science 1s todaw largely concentrating its energies on the dis- 
eases of childhood. in a whole-hearted eftort to conserve the race at 
its fountain head. If there were more institutes as lavishly equipped 
and endowed as the Rockefeller institute, rapid headway would be 
recorded in combating not alone the diseases of childhood, but as 
well those of all ages and every degree. 

In this respect. private philanthropy sets a notable example to 
both state and national governments.

Sharply in the Morning. 
Lost Some Later.

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| New York, November 17.—Prices of 
stocks were lifted rapidly today, and 
the market showed a pronounced re- 
versal from the heaviness of the first 
‘half of the week. The more confident 
tone which was apparent yesterday 
continued to exert its influence. The 
buying movement today was broader 
and more aggressive, and gains were 
registered in every section of the mar- 
ket. Union Pacific, Reading, United 
States Steel Amaigamated Copper and 
‘American Smelting rose 3 points. The 
aavance were scored for the most part 
during the morning. Later in the day 
traaging became quieter, and profit- 
taking betore the ciose reduced the 

gains of the speculative issues. 
Trading was so largely professional 
that the bearing of outside infiuences 
was questionabie. Whiie trading was 
at its heaviest and United States Steel, 
Reading and Union Pacific were being 
bought in lots of several thousand 
shares, there were indications of dis- 
tress among the bears and buying from 
that quarter undoubtedly strengtneued 
;the jist temporarily. Ex-Presicent 
,; Roosevelt’s utterances on the _ trust 
‘question also were referred to as hav- 
‘ing stimulated the market. fis re- 
concerning suits against the 
States Steel Corporaticn, in 
were noted on account of 


stocks. United States Steel, common, 
at 65%, its high price of the day, was 
within a small fraction of its top fig 
ure since he plunge to 50, when the 
dissolution suit was announced. 

The October report of exports of 
staples showed a considerable slacken- 
ing of the pace, which has been re- 
sulting in new prices. The outward 
movement of cotton, aS was expected, 
did not equal the abnormally large 
amount sent out in the corresponding 
month of 1910. The amount of several 
other products exported showed de- 
creases, although the year’s totals still 
represent large gains. 

The export movement of gold was 
continued today. For shipment to 
Canada $590,000 more was obtained, and 
it was expected that an additional $4,- 
000,000 or $5,000,000 would follow be- 
fore the movement was completed. A 
withdrawal of $800,000 gold for .ship- 
ment to Argentina was made for the 
account of a Paris bank. There were 
no indications that the movement of 
gOld to South America would assume 
large proportions, although should ex- 
change rates remain favorable other 
European accounts may be settled in 


that way. 

Largely as a result of the with- 
drawal of gold, it was expected that 
the banks would report a considerable 
cash loss in tomorrow's statement. The 
money market has made no response 
to the decline upon it. on account of 
the accumulation of surplus funds at 
this center. With the crop moving 
reeds of the interior nearly over, it is 
probable that a considerable influx of 
funds will eccur, and that the market 
soon may reach a stage of congestion.

Chicago, November 17.—Whipsawed 
speculators in wheat today laid the 
b.ame for their troubles to: contradic- 
tory dispatches about weather condi- 
tions in the Argentine.

Large 
quantities of long wheat were accord- 
ingly thrown on the market in the last 
few minutes and produced a decidedly 
unsettled feeling as the traders were 
leaving the pit. During the session,

A forecast of cold weather‘ knocked 
the props from under corn. Unless 
threatened car shortage § interferes, 
dealers expect larger receipts the next 
week or two. May swung between 
64% and 65%, closing % cent net low- 
er, but steady, at 65 cents even. Cash 
grades were in limited supply. No. 2 
yellow was quoted at 75% for old. 

Buying on the part of cash houses 
gave strength to oats.

Last night’s regular monthly ban- 
quet of the Atlanta Real Estate Men's 
association at Durand’s cafe was char- 
acterized by a definite movement to 
exterminate the unjust practice of real 
estate buyers of consummating a deal 
with an owner after having consulted 
an agent and depriving the agent of 
his commission by representing to the 
owner that he has not in any way had 
dealings with the agent. 

This practice was generally acknowi- 
edged as an existing and prevalent 
evil. 

Owing to the fact that last night’s 
meeting was social in its nature no or- 
ganized steps could be taken, but it 
was decided at this meeting to hold an 
executive session at the end of next 
month's banquet, at which time a com- 
mittee will be appointed to look into 
the matter, It will be the duty of this 
committee to ascertain whether there 
is an existing law whereby the end 
may be accomplished, and if not to 
take steps toward the securing of such 
legislation as will protect real estate 
agents in such cases, 

The discussion last night showed that 
the only way in which this circum- 
stance may be avoided now is to notify 
the owner of the consultation with a 
prospective buyer, before the prospect 
has had time to consummate a deal 
with the owner. Such a notification is 
frequently impossible, and when possi- 
ble usually results in so many fruitless 
notifications that it becomes a thorn in 
the flesh both to the agent and the 
owner, 

The subject which had been 
for discussion at last night's 
was “The Burden of Taxation on Real 
Estate.” Mr. Thompson, of the Thomp- 
son Lynes Agency; R. O. Cochran and 
others spoke upon the topic. In the 
course of thé discussion it developed 
that statistics show that 90 per cent of 
the burden of taxation is now borne by 
real estate, real estate being taxable 
through three sources under the pres- 
ent system of taxation. The holder of 
the title is liabie for taxes, as is also 
the hoider of purchase money notes 
and the holder of loan deeags on the 
Same piece of property. 

Several suggestions were made to- 
ward a so.u.en of the probiem. Mr. 
inompson suggested that vacant prop- 
erly pe assessed at a higher rate than 
improved, aiong the tines of Henry 
uteurge’s theory that the owner Of va- 
cant real estate aiiows it to idie ana 
unimproved, while others around him 
are expending money and improving 
their property on eitner side, tnus eli- 
huncing the vaiue of the vacant prop- 
erty and giving its owner an unearned 
increment. It was aiso suggested that 
personal property be mace to Share a 
larger percentage of taxes. 

Last might’s meeting was a very en- 
thusiastic gathering, and was thor- 
oughiy enjoyed by the large number 
of the members of the association who 
were present

Hester’s World’s Visible Supply 


New Orleans, November 17.—Secretary Hester’s 
statement of the world’s visble supply of cotton, 
made up from special cable and telegraphic ad- 
vices, compares the figures of this week with 
last week, last year and the year befort. It 
shows an increase for the week just closed of 
191,724, against an increase of 317,404 last year 
and an increase of 125,336 year before last. 

The total visible supply is 4,110,299, against 
jJast week, 3,799,513 last year and 
4,427,487 year before last. Of this the total of 
American cotton is 3,532,2! against 3,363,575 
last week, 3,129,513 last year and 3,751,487 year 
before last, and of all other kinds, including 
Egypt, Brazil, India, etc., 578,000, against 555,- 
000 last week, 670,000 last year and 676,000 year 
before last. 

Of the world’s visible supply of cotton, as 
above, there is now afloat and held in Great 
Britain and continental Europe 1,948,000, against 
1,965,000 last year and 2,465,000 year béfore 
last; in Egypt 146,000, against 213,000 last year 
and 173,000 year before last; in India 210,000, 
against 148,000 last year and 245,00 year before 
last, and in the United States 1,866,0U, against 
1,474,000 last year and 1,544,000 year before last.
